8. B. No. 167, by R. H. Fleming- 
allows trust companies to organize in 
counties of leas tnan 75,000 popula- 
tion with from 115.000 to *W,0U0 cap- 
ital stock. 

H. B. No 19, by J. C. Summers- 
Providing that on each package of 
fertilizer there shall be a tsg bearing 
the date of inspection, the ingredients 
and the weignt of the package, the 
object being to prevent the defraud- 
ing of farmsrs by -imposing upon 
them worthless fertilizers. 

H. B. No. 25. by Carl Day -This 
act prohibits the coeducation of 
the races, and affects only Berea 
College in Madison county. This 
institution has existed for almost 
half a century, and is said to be the 
only coeducational institution of the 
kind in the South. Under the Day 
law Berea College cannot exist after 
July of this year unless it provides a 
separate school either for the whites 
or the blacks at a distance of not less 
than twenty-five miles from th* seat 
of Berea College 

H. B. No 459. by Charles E. Day- 
Authorizing fourth-class towns to 
levy a tax of 75 cents, instead of !10 
cents, as provided in the present law, 
for publio school purposes. 

H. B. No. 248, by R. W. Miller - 
Prohibiting the sale or transportation 
of wild turkeys, pheasants, grouse, 
partridge and quail within the State 
of Kentucky. Makes it unlawful for 
a common carrier to carry gam« ex- 
cept in posession of the hunter who 
lawfully killed it. Each bird or fowl 
U made a separate offense, and the 
penalty is from flO to $35 for the lirst 
offense, and from f 25 to 150 for any 
I aubsequent offeuse.
